change* I’m doing ray part in the sffort. I’r. not predicting success. 

Vfhat you, coming from Sprague/Garrison, attribute to the so -called tramp pictures 
still has no meaning* Why should a copy not have a hearing aid, a ccmi-iumcations aystem 
whether or not identical to others, even a radio to keep up with news daveic .monte* V.hat 
purpose could or did t is all servo twa hours after the a-sassination? 

I suspect the sophistication of ti e counter-operations is lost upon you* Nothing 
personal, liarely that then* i 9 no reason I have for you to know how government works* 

The executive agendas ore in a bad position* They have and use enormous means and to this 
minute hav* blunted or foiled everything alleged, none of which is in any way basic. As 
of now I have no reason to believe that they intend to get the the basic and it is not 
from lack of knowledge of it* All the trivia is playing into their hands, even when as 
is rarely th»* otu>e it is accurate* It n-anwhile is giving tho major media tim u to put 
new whitewashes together# I aid making what efforts I can. Soma of these people have known 
me for 20 years* V/hea I liad to go to tho doctor one high up drove me* When I had to go 
to the lioipdtal another high up came all the way out here to take mo there just to be 
abla to talk to ms. He got up early tc do It and had me cancel *uy other arrangements, I 
had a private room so they could confer in private. This enable the establoshin- of 
something much more significant on the FBI by on with whom I worked. They have two 
months in which to make basic decisions not yet made* In all tho tine they’ve had I know 
of nothing significant any comcdttee has added to what I’ve had or had appeared* Tliey 
did lay a couple of e e igs, blunting or ruining what could have had meaning,

and out of thanks for what you've sent, that I will read. 

Nobody will bo any happier if any of these operations come, to an important end. 
However, there remains tho higher prospect of disillusionment# Onu ox" the ways in which 
these corjaitteesa were helped in av oiding doing what they should have done wan by the 
innundaticn of the periplierla on which they spent all thsir time and than also had an 
excuse for statistics like in the Report, all the manhours, all the leads checked, etc*
